Please amend Claims 4, 5 and 6 as follows: 



4. (Amended) The high-frequency heat-sealing apparatus according to claim 1 or 2, wherein 
the ridge that can press the central portion of a sealed zone is one continuous linear ridge that 
traverses over the whole area of the longitudinal direction of a sealed zone. 



5 . (Amended) The high-frequency heat-sealing apparatus according to claim 1 or 2, wherein 
the transverse contour of the ridge that can press the central portion of a sealed zone is arcuate. 

6 . (Amended) The heat-sealing apparatus according to claim 1 or 2, wherein the cross section 
of the groove is arcuate, and the depth of the groove is no greater than one half of its width.

Claims 4, 5 and 6 have been amended as follows: 

4. The high-frequency heat-sealing apparatus according to any of claims 1 to 3 claim 1 
or 2 , wherein the ridge that can press the central portion of a sealed zone is one continuous linear 
ridge that traverses over the whole area of the longitudinal direction of a sealed zone. 

5. The high-frequency heat-sealing apparatus according to any of claims 1 to 4 claim 1 or 
2, wherein the transverse contour of the ridge that can press the central portion of a sealed zone is 
arcuate. 

6. The heat-sealing apparatus according to any of claims 1 to 5 claim 1 or 2 , wherein the 
cross section of the groove is arcuate, and the depth of the groove is no greater than one half of 
its width.
